The conference was held at the close 
of a day during which the Kansas gov­ 
ernor was told by two pre-convenjiort 
Borah men that sentiment favoring his 
election was ‘‘growing very rapidly” in

States.

Senator John Thomas, of Idaho, and 
E G. Bennett, of Ogden, Utah, were the 
callers. 
The Breckinridge statement, as given 
reporters, said:

I nder all the cir­ 
cumstances, I think their election will 
accomplish lasting good for the coun­ 
try. I think the re-election of the pres­
